Stray sunbeams shot~through a skylight

ly on the back of the head, lighting up his 
carefully combed Titian locks like a summer 
Sunset. But Sam. was like the girl in the 
Play—he ‘‘didn’t notice it.” He merely kept 
on gazing. After awhile he spoke. 

He moved his head out of.the range of 
the sunbeam in question and as it smote his 
listener in the eye Sam Caster said: 

“Now, really, I would rather you would 


not write anything about me. You know 
how it is yourself—that is, if you have ever

been in jail. I have got folks on the out- 
side and my mother doesn’t live so very far 
from St. Louis. She takes the papers, and 
of course she wouldn’t like to see anything 
more printed about me, even if it wasn’t a 
roast.”’ 

But finally Casten’s public spirit pre- 
vailed, and in order to give an insight into 
life as she is lived in the City Jail by an 
optimistic cuss like himself, ae consented 
to talk. 

Sam.is only 34 .years of: age, but. he has 
been on the turf a long time. Chief Des-} 
mond has a picture:of him’ taken twenty 
years ago, and almost ever since that time 
Casten has been gallivanting around the 
country courting all the pretty women in 
sight, if they were unconventioual, and en- 
joyed a good time. Sam is a great “jol- 
lier,’’ and it was his jovial disposition, aid- 
ed by a musical voice and backed up by 
@ good education, that enabled him to work 
his “graft.”’ 

He had read in the story books about the 
little boy who named his dog Gen. Grant 
and his cat Queen Victoria and started out 
to become President, and this narrative first 
stirred in his juvenile breast the ambition 
to. be somebody. 

He started to work with a will, and after 
all these years of labor has succeedled in 
building up a reputation as a diamond. grab- 
ber that is equaled by few and prowpably | 
exceeded by none. 


While in St. Louis two years ago he met 
Florence McClelland, who then’ held forth 
on lower Chestnut street, and one morn- 
ing in February she complained to the po- 
lice that Casten had eloped with $1,200 
worth of her diamonds. 

The police were not loath to believe the 
accusation, and they issued a géneral in- 
vitation to the publie to notify Mr. Casten 
to call at the Four Courts and explain the 
matter, if he didn’t desire to have his in- 
tegrity questioned. 

But the public failed to get a line on Mr. 
Casten, and he went his way until a-year 
ago, whén a.wealthy widow in New York 
City sought to connect his name with the 
disappearance of $7,000 worth of her. dia- 
monds. She failed to prove the charge, and 
it was then recalled that Casten had not 
answered the roll-call in St. Louis. Chief 
Desmond was notified,.and Detective Tom 
McGrath went on to Gotham and accom- 
panied Samuel] back to this city. 

Casten was finally given a trial about six 
weeks ago. Florence McClelland’s chargé 
against him was sustained, and he was 
given three years at Jefferson City. He will 
not be transferred until the quarantine 
Shall have been removed from the city 
jail by the penitentiary authorities, but his 
time is going on.

While in a certain sense he is the Rabelais 
of the City Jail, he does not attempt to put 
on airs nor pose as an autocrat, although 
he has many followers who look up to-him 
as the dispenser of all the wit and wisdom 
there is in sight. Were Casten a vain man 
he might feel unduly elated at this compar- 
ative exaltation, but he is quite content, like 
Cato, “to give his little Senate laws,’’ and 
think nothing of the matter beyond the 
moment. 

When Casten {s in a communicative mood 
he has many nag Nye stories to tell of 
his experiences, but none are more inter- 
esting to the loca] public than his. accounts

I an- 
ticipated no trouble. 

ne morning (I think it was Feb. 23) I 
met a Spanish column. They arrested me 
and brought me to this place, which I now 
learn is Guiness, I do not question the 
right of Spain to keep foreigners away: out 
of the country; but I should have been no- 
tified not to leave Havana. I only desire 
to be allowed to return to my native land.” 
The Government side of the case in an- 
swer to Dygert’s letter is as follows:

The bringing in of large s 
winter wheat will tend to oorut 
our market, ag it is a grade of what only 
wanted for e rt. In this connection may 
it not properly be asked should we not 
protect the interests of our millers and 
would not the depressing of prices here 
enable our city-and country millers to fill 
up their elevators with cheap wheat. Yes, 
but our millers do not ask for special protec- 
tion, especially when it will work to the 
disadvantage of producers and the wheat 
trade of our city. And besides the fact of 
a large stock of choice soft winter wheat 
baiee carried here from which they can 
at all times draw supplies, would largely 
compensate them for anything they might 
gain the other way. Farther I claim it is 
unjust to the producers of red winter wheat, 
and is robbing them of the benefits of their 
labor and suicidal on our part to continue 
this rule. Now suppose we have a large 
crop of red winter wheat and also a large 
crop of hard winter wheat and owing to a 
low stage of water in the river our cheap 
water out-let is cut off. What -is there to 
hinder working the hard wheat deal the 
Same way the corn deal has worked the 
past three or four months, viz:: let the 
stock of one-.or two million bushels of hard 
winter wheat remain here a dead weight 
on the market and buy. the crop of hard 
winter wheat throughout the West on St. 
Louis basis and ship it direct to the Gulf 
ports for.export? And as our market would 
be depressed below other competitive mar- 
kets, we would also lose the bulk of the 
soft winter wheat. We hear it said broad- 
en your market and bring in wheat from 
every quarter. This we would all be only 
too glad to do if we had an assured cheap 
water outlet; but as we have not, what 
is the use of bringing in one or two mil- 
lions bushels of hard winter wheat, that is 
only wanted in this market for export and 
by this means drive away by low prices 
five million or more bushels of red winter 
wheat that-is alike well suited to the wants 
of our millers and exporters. When. we 
have the asurance during ten months. out 
of twelve, of six to seven feet of water in 
the river between this point and Cairo, we 
then can safely invite all grades of wheat 
to this market. Those who favor admit- 
ting No. 2 hard winter wheat on contract 
grades will say that No. 2 hard winter 
wheat of the crop of 186 brought a prem- 
ium over red winter for export. This is 
true and goes to prove the two grades 
should. be independent of each other.

This artificial breathing is kept up. twelve 
times a minute, and water is forced into the 
ae from time to time to Keep the passages 
moist. 

The apparatus is especially useftil in cases 
where the heart action is going on but 
where the patient has great difficulty in 
breathing. A typical condition of this sort 
is that resulting from taking too mutch 
morphine. 

At the Presbyterian. Hospital, New York, 
recently an instance of this kind occurred. 
A German cook, years of age, had taken 
tweive grains of morphine, and was brought 
to the hospital at 9:30 p. m. in a condition 
of stupor. His body had that blue, or 
cyanose, appearance which is characteris- 
tic of persons who are suffering from mor- 
phine poisoning. The pupils of his eyes were 
very small, and he breathed but four times 
in each minute, and very feebly at that. 
His pulse was very high, registering 150 
a minute. 

He was immediately placed under the 
charge of Dr. Walter B. James, and various 
drugs were administered for the purpose 
of counteracting the effect of the poison 
The stomach was also washed out. It was 
seen that the man’s condition was such 
that, unless some means could be employed 
for keeping uP the eeteng, he must die.

CORPSES NEARLY LOST. 


The Anatomical Beard Worked Up Over 
Nine Pauper Bodies. 


The Anatomical Board came near losing 
nine dead bodies.

Friday the Board of Health gave it out 
that nine bodies of paupers had been turned 
over to the city because the Anatomical 
Board did not want them.

@ll off. What caused the rupture was the 
rental démanded for the track. An annual 
rental of $2,200 was demanded, which with 
attendance and care would run the ex- 
pense of maintaining the grounds up to in 
the neighborhood of $4,000. Of course this 
figure is a prohibitory one to the Agso- 
ciated Clubs. The inaccessibility of the 
grounds makes it impossible to get any 
very large crowd to attend a race meet- 
ing there and the Associated Clubs would 
have no other means of raising the nec- 
essary revenue. It. is -likely. that. the 
grounds will be divided into bufliding lots. - 

This being out of the way the most fa- 
vorable proposition is the one advanc 
by Secretary Bob Aull of the "Fair Asso-

The story of the 
teresting. In 1888, at the r 
seph E. Roy, Secretary of the American 
Mission Society of Chicago, Mr. Arnold 
made a trip down the Mississippi, visiting 
all the points along that great waterway, 
talking and showing pictures of a religious 
nature by means of a stereopticon. He was 
speelally fitted for the. work, having 
twenty years’ experience on platform and 
pulpit. He is a gifted writer, a deep think- 
er, & swagger g, In erred ae vs a genius. He is 
a native of Illinois, and for years edited a 
paper in Sycamore. 

In his trip South Mr. Arnold found many 
places along the Mississippi where the near- 
est church was twenty-five miles distant, 
and multitudes had. never heard the story of 
the Savior, and were too illiterate to under- 
stand it if they did hear it. As the eye ap- 
peals to the mind more readily, Mr, Arnold 
conceived the idea of a floating chapel and 
stereopticon views illustrative of his talks 
The boat was built at New Martinsville, W. 
Va., in 1890, at a.cost of $2,000. There are 
other gospel cars, gospel wagons and gos- 
pel boats, but none is fitted upon so large 
,a scale as this, with so many conveniences 
“for carrying on so extensive a work. 

Four years were spent in visiting points 
on the Ohio River and its tributaries, the 
Cumberland River and the Mississippi. This 
year he worked the Illinois River as far 
as it was navigable, up to La Salle. In 
time he expects to cover the 20,000 miles ac- 
cessible by river water. He had expected 
to spend this winter in another crusade 
among the freedmen, taking with him three 
university students from Chicago .to assist 
in the work. Many tons of literature are 
on the boat for distribution among the 
poor whites and illiterate of the hamlets 
along the Mississippi, all of which is illus- 
trated like a primer. Mr., Arnold, being a 
practical printer, carries his own ‘printing 
office, and while not otherwise engaged is 
busy ‘‘kicking’’ off impressions of religious 

mphlets on his job press. He also takes 

is Own views for his stereopticon, and has 
@ small photograph gallery in a well-ap- 
pointed room. 

The programme of his entertainment is 
as follows: A few pictures of local or na- 
tional interest are shown upon a large white 
canvas to keep the crowd in good humor 
until the hour for the illustrated lecture. 
At the appointed time a hymn is projected 
on the canvas by the aid of the stereopticon 
and often, beside it, on another canvas, a 
picture illustrating it, so the audience can 
not only “‘sing with the spirit, but with the 
understanding’. also. Then follows a lec- 
ure on ancient history, Bible geography or 
temperance, illustrated with the very finest 
of views. His work is so interesting that 
there is not much of opportunity or desire 
on the part of the small boy or hoodlum 
element to make a disturbance. When 
there is any unnecessary noise in any part 
of the house he takes his lime.light. out of 
the stereopticon and throws a powerful 
glare upon the disturbers of peace. If this 
has no effect he invites them forward or 
compels them to leave the house. He has 
less trouble among the ignorant of the re- 
mote South than he does among the intelli-

“When I was a boy,’ said Mr. Arnold, 
“it seemed strange *o read about the 
Chinese, many of whom live in houseboats 
anchored in the water or tied to’the bank.

LATE DISCOVERIES IN BABYLON. 


Record of the Sacking of the City 700 
Years Before Christ. 


From the London Times. - 

During the last few years the work of 
archaeological exploration in Babylonia has 
been almost entirely confined to the labors 


of the American expedition, which has been 
engaged for several years in thé systematic 
exploration of the great mound of Niffer, in 
central Babylonia, the site of the ancient 
city of Nipur, and to the partially resumed 
work of M. De Sarzec at Tello, the ancient 
Lagash. The discoveries made by these ex- 
plorers have been of great importance, but 
they chiefly related to the earliest days of 
the Chaldean empire, as far back as 4000 
Years before the Christian era. Important 
as these discoveries are, as furnishing us 
with the material with which to study the 
dawn of civilization in Chaldea, there has 
always been a desire that we should obtain 
some inscribed records, possibly historical 
inscriptions of the period of the new Baby- 
lonian empire (B. C. 606-538), especially of 
the reigns of Nebuchadnezzar II. and Na- 
bonidus. With the exception of the Babylo- 
nian chronicle of the reign of the lajter mon- 
arch and a few historical notices in his cyl- 
inder inscriptions, we have but little indica- 
tion of the existence of historical records. 
A discovery of the greatest importance has 
just been made by Fr. Scheil, who has for 
some time been exploring in Babylonia. In 
the Mujelibeh mound, one of the principal 
heaps of ruins In the enciente of Babylon, he 
has discovered a long inscription of Nabon- 
idus, the last of the Babylonian kings (B. C. 
556-538), which contains a mass of historical 
and other data which will be of the greatest 
value to students of this important period 
of Babylonian history. The monument in 
question is a small stella of diorite, the 
upper part of which is broken, inscribed with 
eleven columns of writing, and which ap- 
pears to have been erected early in the 
King’s reign, It resembles in some measure 
the celebrated India house inscription of 
Nebuchadnezzar, but is much more full of 
historical matter. Its value may be esti- 
mated when it is stated that it contains 
a record of the war of revenge conducted 
by the Babylonians and their Mandian al- 
lies again Assyria, for the destruction of 
the city of Sennacherib, in. B. C. 698; an ac- 
count of the election and coronation of 
Nabonidus in B, C. 5655, and the wonderful 
dream in which Nebuchadnezzar appeared 
to him, as well as an account of the resto-

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SAVED MONEY TO ITS OWNER. 


Labor-Saving Clock That Took the 
Place of Several Workmen. 


To what extent a labor-saving device can 
be made to effect an economy has been very 


strikingly demonstrated in the case of one 
of the large electric illuminating companies, 
which recently concluded to fit up each one 
of its arc lights poles with a clock-switching 
device, designed to automatically throw into 
ari out of circult each of the lights at cer- 
tain hours of the evening and morning, and 
thus supplant the services of the men hith- 
erto employed to make the rounds of the 
poles and do the same thing by hand. The 
company ‘had at that time 600 arc lights in 
use for street illumination. The lights were 
400 feet apart, and the city contract specified 
that they all had to be turned on not later 
than fifteen minutes beyond a certain hour 
of the evening and might be turned off not 
earlier than fifteen minutes before a certain 
other hour in the morning. Experience had 
shown that a man could walk about 4,000 
feet in a fifteen-minute interval and turn 
on or off the ten lights within that distance, 
so that, for the whole 600 lights, the services 
of sixty men ‘were required, which could not 
be secured for less than $2 per week per man, 
entailing, thus, the expenditure of $240 per 
week, or $12,480 per year. The clock-switch- 
ing devices, which did the same work, cost 
$5.50 apiece, making a total for the 600 poles 
of only $3,300, which investment, of course, 
will not be a yearly recurring one. What 
the saving effected by the automatic 
switches will be may be left to the reader’s 
own calculation. The whole affords a lesson 
in central station economics in which sta- 
tion superintendents ought to find some- 
thing decidedly interesting.

How the Crops Are Gathered and the 
Care Taken in Their Handling. 


From the Providence Journal. 
The. Chinese tea plant is a pretty ever- 
green from. three to seven feet in height, 


covered in the winter months with fragrant 
white or yellow blossoms, resembling those 
of the orange or blackberry. The first crop 
of tender unexpanded leaf buds is gath- 
ered in May.or June, and is the finest qual- 
ity, being reserved for the use of the man- 
darins and other individuals of authority, 
and selling at $8 a pound, 

They are gathered by hand with the 
greatest care, and often with a rough sort 
of glove, while the pickers are forbidden to 
partake of any fish or strong-smelling sub- 
stance fer fear of affecting the delicate 
flavor. Much depends also upon the exact 
time of picking, as a delay of even twenty- 
four hours may produce an inferior grade 
of tea. No less than five successive immer- 
sions can be made from these leaves, while 
the other crops supply but one or two. 

The second and principal harvest is in 
early summer, the tea selling at $1.50 a 
pound, end the third and last ave Pe gath- 
ered in the autumn. That is what is usual 
exported, so that unless-dealing with well- 
known tea houses we selfom obtain the 
choicest brands. " 

Green tea is made by roasting the leaves 
over hot fires {mmediately after picking, but 
those intended for black tea are allowed to 
wilt and ferment for several days in the 
open air till they turn red, when they are 
“fired” over furnaces of burning charcoal. 

The Hysons are most generally used of the 
green teas, and like other brands of théir 
class, are often stained by the Chinese with 
various mineral dyes, such as indigo and 

sum. All but the best teas are also sub- 
ect to adulteration from the mixture of 
other kinds of leaves or of exhausted tea 
leaves recolored with black lead or ! 

The greatest tea drinkers are said to be 
the Australians, and after them the Eng- 
lish, whv consume four times as much tea 
as coffee, while the people of the United 
— drink eight times more coffee than 
ea.

A maxim battery has 
been placed in a commanding position and 
ammunition has been served out to the 
volunteers. 

Mr. Cecil Rhodes is expected to arrive 
at Buluwayo to-day.

Mounted 
police are being drafted to Buluway d 
Salisbury, aid additional maxim gu re 
being forwarded to both points. 

Later advices from Buluwayo announce 
that the son of the late King Lobengula, 
who was banished from Matabeleland last 
year, has returned amd? placed himself at 
the head of the insurgent Matabeles. The 
latter heve in some manner obtained pos- 
session of many rifles and a stock of am- 
munition, which, although not large, is 
sufficient to enable them to make a very 
much more effective fight than they did two 
years agc 

Dispatches have been received from Bulu- 
wayo. during the day asking that more arms 
and ammunition be hurried forward as, 
although there are plenty of volunteers, 


there are not sufficient weapons to arm 


them. 

Scouts who have returned to Salisbury and 
Buluwayo report that the natives are gath- 
ering in large bodies at different parts and 
are herding together all the cattle available. 

They are being excited by the medicine 
men and a strong force will have to be em- 
ployed in order to restore order. 

Traveling is now dangerous in all parts 
of Matabeleland and it is feared that com- 
muication with Buluwayo will shdrtly be 
jnterrupted. 

Selous succeeded in recapturing a large 
herd of cattle stolen by the Matabeles and 
the animals have been driven towards Bulu- 
wayo, to be used for provisioning’ the town. 
Selous has ordered a number of scouts to 
keep in touch with the Matabeles and so 
600n as a sufficient body of men can be sent 
out from Buluwayo an attack in force will 
be made upon them. 

The outskirts of Buluwayo are occupied 
by police and volunteers and a very effec- 
tivé lager has been formed around the 
market house where the ammunition and 
supplies have been stored. Maxim guns 
ate each side of the lager, and it is be- 
leved that the place has been rendered 
proof against any attack.

A Large Two Stery Building Will Be 
| Added to the Workhouse.. 


A meeting of the Board of Public Im- 
provements at the Work-house Saturday 
means additional quarters for that badly 


over-crowded institution. 

The meeting was held in Supt. “Nick” 
arr’s private office, Messrs. McMath, 
olby, Stone, Holman and Ridgely attend- 


A eurvey of the grounds was first made 
to decide upon a location for the new buflid- 
ing. <A position at the northeast corner of 
the grounds was finally slelected as most 
available. 

Sketches of plans for the new stricture 
were offered by Messrs. Holman and Stone. 
Mr. Holman’s idea was for one or more 
long One-story buildings; Mr. Stone sug- 
gested one two-story structure would be 
sufficient. As a matter of economy the 
latter proposition was agreed upon. 

It was then decided that a buflding two 
stories high, 220 feet ag and 60 feet wide 
would prove sufficient present needs. 
The cost of. such a building was figured at 
$17,500. This amount the comptroller will 
be asked to appropriate. 

In figuring the cost of the building it was 
estimated that all rock necessary be fur- 
nished by the Work-house quarries. Labor 
it is also expected will be supplied from the 
ranks of men under Work-house sentence. 
But as skilled labor:is constantly shifting in 
and out of the place a contingency might 
arise when there would not be enough avail- 
gable men to push the building. The ap- 
propriation would then provide for the em- 
ployment of outside labor. 

‘This might only precipitate matters still 
further. Union. men would not work on @ 
building where prison labor had been em- 
ployed and if “scabs’’ were brought in

RUBBER TREES IN FLORIDA. 
Show a Thrifty Growth and Promisé 
* to Be Very Profitable. 


From the Jacksonville Citizen. om 
Those.familiar with the southern portion 


of Florida are aware of the fact that the' 


rubber tree is indigenous here, and grows 
in great profusion on both coasts south of 
a line drawn west of New Smyrna. Many 
large trees grow on the east coast, there be- 
fing two well-known monarchs, one at Dr. 


Wittfield’s place, about six miles south oe 
Rockledge, and another.on Will Laneha 
place at Laké Worth. To the native cou it. 
less numbers of immense rubber trees are 
known, but, as their usefulness has not yet 
developed here, they are very little noticed, 
On the west coast the treés are abundantly 
prominent, ahd are an open bid for the peo- 
ple of our State to investigate theiy value.At 
this time, when the people are looking for 
new avenues in nautral products, it would 
be reasonable to suppose that they would 
utilige the wild rubber tree. On any of the 
keys along the coast one could find a rubber 
orem or estate in an advanced stage of 
grow 

At Anna Maria key, at the entrance to the 
harbor, Col. John R, Jones has a place upon 
which is one of these trees, with five se ” 
rate trunks, similar to the panyan tree. 
largest trunk is eleven feet in eiebomter- 
ence; the others measure twenty ht, 
twenty-seven and eighteen and fifteen inches 
respectively. When the tops of these trees 
become too spreading, they send down a 
sucker, which takes root and assists in the 
support of the branches. Such a tree as 
mentioned abéve covers a large afea and 
would afford a good revenue were.its great 
flow of sap utilized. Col. Jones,:on April 14 
last, plant a little rubber nursli eigh- 
teen inches in height. On the 14th inst, that 
tree stood five feet ten inches high, showin 
with what rapidity they grow in their wil 
state without any cultivation.

A POSTAL GUTRAGE 


Lebanon “Rustic” Held-Up Because num 
Had a Free Silver Supplement. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
LEBANON, Mo., March 28.—The efforts 
of the goldbugs, backed by the Administra- 
tion, through its Postmasters and officials 
of the Department, to prevent the circula- 
tion of free silver literature, were brought 
forcibly to the attention of the public in 
this city to-day. This week’s edition of the 
Lebanon Rustic contained a - supplement, 
reproducing a map.and article from the 
Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution, showing the 


condition of “‘the United States after one 
year on a gold besis,’”’ an object lesson. on 
the financial question worth studying. It 
was a free silver supplement to the Rustic, 
pure and simple. 

The regular edition of the Rustic, with 
the ‘Silver supplement folded: inside of the 
papers, was taken to the banoh Post- 
office as usual Thursday evening and 
mailed as second-class mail matter, the 
free silver editor of the Rustic being ig- 
norant of the latest ruling’ of Cleveland’s 
Post-office Department, that free silver 
papers are not admissible to the mails at 
regular newspaper rates. 

leveland’s Postmaster here discovered 
at @ late hour, after he had retired to his 
home and was reading the Rustic, that 
the paper contained a supplement, giving 
ject lesson ‘‘on the gold basis.” While 
the matter it contained was quite germane 
to the Rustic as an outspoken Democratic 
free silver paper, Cleveland’s Postmaster 
decided that it was not admissible to the 
mails as second-class matter, regular news- 
paper rates. He rushed to his office, took 
_ apers out of the mails, which had been 
e up for the i trdins on early coun- 
sa routes. The city list, which had also 
been distributed, was taken from the boxes 
of subscribers .and shared a like fate— 
held at the pleasure of the Postmaster. The 
mer sae Bh therefore, did not go out in the 
mails last night or reach town and country 
subscribers this morning. It was held, in 
the Lebanon Post-office because it con- 
tained this supplement.
